of America, Martin Luther King, The Wfcrren Keport, Governor Rockefeller, the We of 
troops in Oxford, Mississippi, and the United Nations, just to mention a few* He m$}$&s 
reference to the Director, or the FBI, on pages 2, 6, 9, 10, 22 and 23 of this trjiiscrip- 
tioo. 

General Walker states that he has questioned Mr, Hoover's attitude for 
some time, basically because of the work of some of his (Director's) people. On page 9 
he refers to the Director's calling Martin Luther King a liar and asks, "Why didn't 
Mr. Hoover find out how many times Mr. Martin Luther King has, or would lie, with 
regard to his communist affiliation and subversion?" Walker contends that this is the 
area in which the Director's overall responsibility lies. He then infeis that the DirecOT 
had an ulterior motive in his attack on King, namely to obtain, --"conservative support 
to get his financing through the Congress. " 



Walker also refers to the Director attacking the Warren Commission's 



criticism of the FBL Here again Walker draws the inference that the Director shew 
have criticized this Commission so much for its attack on FBI Agents, but because 
Commission's untruthfulness and the fact it issued a false report. 
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General Walker also talked about the flowers seat Mr, Jenkins and stated 
that he was usually quite embarrassed when asked about this, but that he (Walker) 
was going to stop being embarrassed as of that time. He claimed that the only answer 
he had was - -"that it was most surprising and fantastic to me that men sent flowers to 

each other* I never heard of this before, "

On pages 22 and 23 he attacks the Director's statement that the racial 
disorders that took place in Harlem* Rochester, New York* and other localities 
throughout the country , were not communist inspired* Walker claimed that they were 
communi| r t inspired and that the Director's press release to the contrary, two days 
before tllr release of the Warren Commission Report- -"was excellent timing because that 
played right into the fact that Oswald wasn't tied in to anybody either* M Walker sets this 
out as an example of how propaganda works*

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The following references in the file captioned "Desegregation
